WARSHIPS, VESSELS, PLANES HUNT BODIES. 


.Derelict Drifts Southward in Atlantic as Nation 


^Awaits;Story of Eye-witnesses Expected to Dock 
Shortly After Noon; Short "Life" of Akron Has 
Been tragic One. 


NEW YORK, April 4.—A mangled glob of metal and 


fabric—all that was left of the U. S. naval dirigible Akron, 
once queen of the skies—was sighted today moving down tha 
coast 15 miles off Barnegat Light, New Jersey. 


With this first clue as to the fate of the world's largest 


airship, hurtled into the sea during a sudden electrical storm, 
the huge rescue fleet numbering 100 ships and planes centered 
its search about the wreckage for possible survivors of th? 73 
officers and members of the crew unaccounted for. 


Meanwhile, the coast guard vessel, Tucker, bearing ths 


three members of tire crew known to be alive, was scheduled 
to dock at the Brooklyn navy yard.

.The first word-of-mouth story of what happened to the 


ill-fated Akron was expected to be revealed by the three sur- 
vivors aboard the Tucker when it docks. 


The trio are LieuL Commander H. V. Wiley, executive 


officer aboard the Akron; Seaman Carl C. Deans, and Seaman 
Moody Edwin. 


They were transferred to the Tucker by the German 


tanker Phoebus which picked them up. 


Whether the rescued men were suffering from burns in 


the fire which followed the crash of the airship into the sea 
was not immediately ascertainable. 


Copeland, the fourth man rescued, was alive when picked 


up but died later of his injuries.

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HOSPITAL PREPARED 


As the discovery of the wreck- 


age spurred the rescue flotilla of 
warships, coastguard vessels and 
planes to new efforts hi their 
search for survivors, an emerg- 
ency hospital was set up at Barne- 
gat City, N. J.. with doctors, 
nurses, and an ambulance 
from 


tho naval air station at Lakehurst 
waiting. 


Radio messages from the craft 


proceeding to the scene of the 
Akron's wreckage stated that an 
attempt would be made to tow the 
debris into either Atlantic City. 
New York or Cape May. 


The wreckage was said to have 


drifted to a point

25 miles due east of Atlantic City. 


The shallow draft in Barnegat 


Bay will prevent the wreckage 
from being towed into that port, 
it war said.

FIRE IS MYSTERY

never when using non-combustible 
helium. 


Bach of the Akron's twelve gas 


cells contained helium, amounting 
in all to approximately 6,500,000 
cubic feet. It not only does not 
burn, but will extinguish flames. 


Likewise, dirigible experts found 


it difficult to conjecture how light- 
ning could harm the great aircraft. 
The huge duralumin framework 
formed what physicists denominate 
a "Faraday Cage" 
where light- 


ning, if it strikes, is distributed 
and was supposed to escape harm- 
lessly through the engine exhaust 
and at oth-er safe points. 


That a ship of the Akron's con- 


struction should fall the prey of
